WHEN MUST WORK BE PICKED UP AFTER THE SHOW CLOSES? 

_ The Show will close at 6:00 Seti. Sunday, October 19, Artists may pick ’ 
up their work beginning Monday, October 20, through Friday, October 3I. Hours 

of the Armory are Monday-Friday, 10-5, Work may not be picked up on the weekend. 

Work delivered to the Armory via carrier will be shipped in the original packing - | 


material prepaid or C.0.D. to the originating address.

Work delivered by the artist or agent must be picked up by the person who — 
‘signed the loan agreement, or may be picked up by another representative of the 
artist bearing a signed authorization from the artist or agent. 


Unclaimed work will become the property of the Show November 15, 1980, 


"WHAT IS "EXHIBITION READY"? 

Exhibition ready means that the work is ready to be installed appropriately 
in a safe manner, and that it may be handed by Show staff without high risk to 
the work or to the handler. 

Two aimeneeonal works must be framed in a sturdy frame. We are urging 
artists not to use metal clips (~~) to hold work in frames, rather to use 
_ cardboard or other backing material to secure the work in the frame. Metal 
clips spring out of frames, causing damage to other works and to Show staff 
handling work, Clips also frequently cause glass to break in half moon cracks 
where pressure is unevenly applied to the glass. 

Artists who feel that framing their work will interfere with its ideal 
presentation may request that their work be exhibited unframed. If so, suit- 
able hanging means must be attached to the work, and the artist arse waive 
any claim for damage to the work caused by ies vulnerability. Insurance. 
against catastrophe will be in effect. 

» Artists whose work must be presented in a specific manner (installations, 
video, etc.) should contact either Art Thomas or Suzan Campbell at the Armory, 
988-1886, as soon as possible, so that the exhibition space may be properly 
designed to accommodate the needs of the artist/work. 

Though each artist may decide how to best present his/her work, the Show © 


retains the right to make the final decision as to whether the work is "exhi-_

Prices indicated by artists on the entry 
card will be printed in the Show catalog, and on labels accompanying the work. 
Artists’ addresses and telephone numbers as well will be included in the catalog 
information, 

Work must be exhibited for the duration of the Show even if sold. The, 
artist may contact Show staff to advise that work has been sold, and the work 
will be marked appropriately. If other prints, for instance, of a work are 


available for sale, please advise Show staff.

Photographer Terry Husebye was chosen for a one person show at the
